Croix river, as a guide; such toll, in ease of defuult of puyment,
to be colleeted under an action for debt.

Caip. XXXIL—An Act to incorporate the £t. Paul and 8t. Antheny Plank
BRoad Comnpany.

Be it enncted by the Legislative Assembly of the Tervilory of Min-
nesofa, That Franklin Stcele, Henry I, Sibley, Iszac Young,
David Lambert, Louis Roberts, William Henry Forbes, Williain
H. Randall, C. K. Smith, and M. S. Wilkinscn, are hereby ap-
peinted Commissioners, under tl:e direction of o majority of whem,
subscriptions may be received to the capital stock of the St. Paul
apd St. Anthony Plank Road Compnany, hereby incorporated; and
they may cause books to be opened aut such times and places as
they may direct, for the purpose of reeeiving subseriptions to the
capital stock of =aid compuny, first giving thirty days notice of the
times and places of taking such subseriptions, by publishing the
same in all the newspapers printed in this "Lerritory,

Sec. 2. The capital stoek of said company shall be twenty-five
thousand dollars, in shares of twenty-five dullurs; and as soon as
five thousand dollars of the capital stock shall be subseribed, and
five dollars of cach share shall have actually been paid in, the
subscribers of such stock, with such other persons as shall asz=o-
ciate with them for that purpose, their suceessors and nssigns, shall
bo, and they aro hercby declared and ereated a body corporate
and politic, by name and style of ““The 5t. Paul and St. Anthony
Plank Road Company,’” with perpetual succession; and by that
name shall have all the privileges, franchises and immunities inei-
dental to a corporation: they shall be eapable in law of purchasing,
helding, gelling, leasing and conveying cstate, cither real or per-
sonal or ruixed, as shall be nceessary for the use of szid road, and
in their corporate narre, may sue and be sucd, may have a commnn
seal, which they may alter or renew at pleasure; and generally
may do all and singular, the maticrs and things which they are auth-
orized by law to do for the inferest and well being of zaid Company.

Sec. 8. That the said Commissioners or o majority of them,
after the raid one thousand shares of stock =hall have been taken
or subscribed for as aforesaid, shall give at lesst twenty davs notice
in the newspapers hereinbefore wentioned, of the time and place
of a meeting of the stockholders for the purpose of electing thir-
teen Directors, who shall elect one of their numhber President; and
annorlly thereafter, the arid sfackholders shall meet on the first
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Monday in May, for the purpose of clecting Dircctors as aforesaid,
upon a like previous notice to be given by a majority of the Direc-
tors for the time being, in such newspapers as they may think
proper: Provided, that previous to the first election, the Commis-
sioners hereinbefore named, shall clect one of their number Presi-
dent, and they shall perform all the duties end be invested with all
the powers of Dirvectora: Provided, That if from any cause, an
election shall not be held at the regular time specified therefor,
the same may be held at any other time on notice ay aforesaid;
thet until such clection, the Directors of the preceding year shall
continue to act, and this Charter shall not be forfeited by reason
of the irregularity or want of such clection; and in case of any
vacancey in the board of Dircctors, the same shall be filled by the
other Dircctors or a majority of them.

Sec. 4. The affairs of said Company shall be managed by a
Board of thirtcen Dircctors, who shall be stockholders, and be
chosen annually by ballot by the stocikholders of said Company, the
votes to be given in person or by proxy duly authorized, which Di-
rectors shall appeint one of their number President, who shall serve
until ancther is eleeted in his place.  "Fhey shall make and establish
such by-laws, rules, orders and regulations not inconsistent with the
constitution and laws of the United Siates end Territory of Min-
nesota, as may be necessary for the well ordering of the affairs of
said Company; each share of stock shall be cntitled to one vote,
and in all ceses of clection for Directars, the thirteen stockholders
having the greater (gieafes!) number of vutes shall be declared duly
elected.

Sec. 5. Nino Directors shall be a quorum for the transaction of
business, who, in the absence of the President, may appoint a
President pro tem. The said Directors shall appoint & Seerctary,
Treasurer and such Engineers and other officers as they may find
necessary; shall fix their compensation, and may demand adequate
security for the performance of their respective trusts; they shall
have full power to decide the time and manncr in which the said
stockholders shall pay the money on their respeetive shares; and
the stockhelders shall forfeit to tho use of the said Company, the
share or shares of every person or persons failing to pay any instal-
ment at a reasonable period, not less that than thirty days after the
time appointed for the payment thercof; they shall have power to
regulate tolls, to make covenants, contracts and agreements with
any person or persons or body politie whatsoever, asthe executivn
and manazement of the road may require, and in general to super-
intend and dircet all the operutions, receipts, dishursements and
other proecedings of the Company. The Commissioners, until
Directors arc chosen, shall issue certificates to each stockbolder
for the numlber of shares he or she shall subscribe for, or hold in
said corporation, signed hy the President and countersigned by the
Secretary, subject to all the payments due and to become duc
thereon, which stock shall be transferable in person or by attorney,
exccutors, administrators, guardians, or trustees, nnder such regu-
lations as may be provided by the by-laws of said Company.

Sec. 6. The said Company shall have power to locate and con-
struct a single or double track plank road from such eligible point in
the Town of $t. Paul, to such eligible point in the Town of St. An-
thony, in the county of Remsey, Minnesota Territory, as shall be de-
termined npan by avote of the stackhinlders having a majority of the
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stock of gaid Company, and who shall be represented in person or
by proxy, ot a speciul mecting called for the purpose of fixing the
location or termination of seid road. And they shall have power to
erect ull such toll-houses, bridges and other works and appendages
as may be necessary for the eonvenience of said Company in the
use of egaid rond. The Directors shall exercize all powers confer-
red on them by law, and meet at such times and places as they
may preseribe in the by-laws to be emacted by them., They may
appoiut and remove all officers at pleasure, preseribe the meeting
of the stockholders, and declare and pay the dividends, or o much
of the surplus profits of the Company as they shall deem gdvisable,
which may accrue on the shares ol the said stock to the stock-
holders of #aid Company en the firzt Monday of May and the first
Blonday of November of cach year.

Sec. 7. It shall be lawful for said Company, their officers, en~
gincers and agents, to enter upon any land for the purpose o
exploring, surveying, and locating the route of said Plank Road,
doing thereto no unnccessary damage, and when said route shall
be determined by the said Company, it shall be lawful for them,
their ngents, oflicers, enginecers, contractors and servants, at nny
time to cnter upon, take possession of, and use such lunds, not
excceding four rods in width, along the line of said route, sunbject
however, to the payment of such compensation ag the Company
may have agreed to pay therefor, or as shall be ascertained inthe
manner hercinafter dirceted and provided for,

Sec. 8. When the =aid Corporation cunnot agree with the
owner or owners of any land, gravel, stone ov other material re-
guired for the enmestruction of zaid roud, for the purchase thereof,
or the eompensation to be paid therelor, or where by reason of the
absence or legal incapacity of the owner or owners, no such agree-
ment or purchase can be made, then in any such case it shall be
lawful for arcy Justice of the Peace, in the county in which the
property may be, to issue his warrant, dirceled to the Sheriil or
any Constable of said county, not direetly interested, requiring
him to smmnon a jury of nine {recholders ¢f said county not in-
tercsted in said property, to meet at some convenicnt place, at or
near the property to be valucd, on a day in said wirrant ramed,
not less than five, nor nore than ten days from the date of said
warrant; and if at the time and place named, any of the persons
so summoned, do not attend, the said Sherill’ or Constable shall
immediately summons as many as may be necessary with the per-
gons in attendance as jurors, to furnish a panel of nine jurors,
and from them the =aid Company, and the owner or owners of the
property to be valued, their agent or attorney or cither of them,
and if they arc not present in person or by attorney, the Sherifl or
Constable shall, for him, bher, or them, strike ofl cuch two of gaid
jurors, and the remaining tive shall act as a jury of inquest for
damnges, and before they net ay such, the said Sheriff or Con-
stable, shall adminiztor to each of them nn outh or aflirmation that
he will faithfilly and impartinlly value the land or material re-
quired for such road, and ell damages which the owner or owners
shall sustain by reason of the constraction of said road, taking into
constderation the advantages the =ame will be to the owner or
awners, aceording to the best of their skill and judgment; where-
upon, the said jurors shall proeeed to view the gaid land or mate-
rial =0 regquired. and to bear the evidence of the respective parties,
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which the said jurors'shall reduce to writing, which shall be signed
by all, or a majority of zaid jurors, and by the Sheriff or other
officer in attendance, and the said officer within five days there-
after, shall transmit the same to the Clerk of the Distriet Court of
the proper county, who shall file the same.  Such inquisition shall
describe the property taken, or to be taken, or the boundarics of
the land in gquestion, and the value thereof as aforcsaid, and such
valuation when had, togethor ‘with the costs of such inquisition,
tendered to the owner or owners, or deposited with the said court,
shall entitle the said Company to the cstate and interest in the
same thas valued, asif it had been conveyed by the owner or
owners thereof infee simple: Prorided, That it shall not be lawful
for any such jury of inquest to procced in the valuation of any
such property or material in the absence of the owner or owners
therof, lus, hier, or their legal ‘representative, unless it be made
appear by aflidavit, that such owner or cwners have had at least
five days notice of the time and place of meeting fur the purpose
of making such valuation, or unless it shall in like manncr be
shown that such owner or owners are absent from the county; and
if sucl owner or owners are under age or non fompos mentis, the
gervico of notice upon the guardian or trustee (it’ any there be)
or their absence from the county, shall be required to be established
by affidavit to the gaid jurors, before they procced to make such
valuation.

Skc. 9. The shares of the stock of the Corporation shall be
decmed personal property, and every person becoming a share-
holder, by transfer, purchase, or otherwize, of shares of said stock,
shall suceced to all the rights and Liabilities of the prior holder of
said share or shares, and the said sharc or sharcs shall be liable
to be tuken in execution for the payment of the debts of their owner.

Sec. 10. The Dircctors may crect toll gates, and exaet toll
from persons travelling on their road, whenever five consecutive
miles are finished, or when the whole road is completed, not exceed-
ing one and a half’ cent a mile, for every vehicle, sled, sleigh or
cuarriage drawn by not more than two animals, and if drawn by
more than two animals, one cent a mile for every additional ani-
mal; and for every vehicle, sled, sleigh, or carringe drawn by one
animal, one cent a wile; and for every horse and rider or led ani-
mal, one cent a mile; for a score of sheep or swine, three cents
a mile; and for every score of neat cattle, four cents a mile: Py)-
rided, That persons going to and from military parade at which
they are required by law to attend, and persons going to and from
funerals and public worship, shall be exemnpt from toll.

Szc. 11, If any person shall wilfully and knowingly obstruet,
break, injure, or destroy the Plank Road to be so constructed by
suid Company, or any part thercof, or any work, building, or fix-
ture to bo attuched to or in use upon the same, belonging to the
said Company, such pcrsen or persons so offending, shall cach of
themn, for every such offence, be liable to a civil suit for the re-
covery of dammages by said Company, by an action of debt in any
court laving cumpetent jurisdiction, in the county wherein the
offence shall have been committed, and shall also be subjeet to
indictment, and upon conviction, shall be punished by fine and im-
prisonment, or either, at the diseretion of the court.

Sce, 12, The Directors of said Company may at anyv annual
or sprcial meeting of the stockholdera, with the consent of a ma-
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jority of amount in such stockholders, provide for such increase of
the capital stock ol said Company as may be found necessary to
complete such road, in such scctions us may have been actuaily
comunenced, but remain in an unfinished state for want of mneans
for completing the same.

Sec, 13, Said Company shall on or hofuore the first day of Jan-
uary, 1851, have one third of xaid roud completed, and shall have
the entire road tinished on or befure the first day of January, 18353,

See, 14. This Charter shall not prevent the Legislative Assem-
Lly fromn granting a charter or charters to any other company or
companies, for any road or roads, that may be necessary to cross
or initerseet tho track of the afuresaid St. Paul and St. Anthony
Plank Road Comgpany; and such company or companies as may
by chartered, shall have the right to cross or interzect said road,
at any point or points without charge: Provided, No damage shall
be dene to said road.

Sec. 13, When any suit or legal procecding shall be instituted
against said Compazy, every procees or nutice =hall be deemed to
have been legally served, if' the sume shall have been served upon
any oflicer or agent of suid Cumpany.

sec. 16, The Legislative Assembly may at any time repeel or
amend this act.

Cuaar. XXXIIL—An Act for the relief of John Morgan.

Be it cnacted by the Legislative Jssembly of the Territory of Min-
sicsole, That there be paid to John Morgan, Sherifl’ of St. Croix
county, the sum of five hundred dollars, being the amount due him
for services rendered in taking the first census of the said Terri-
tory in pursuance of the instructions of the Giovernor, and by
authority of the Organic Act of said Territory, and that the said
Sceretary of the Territory be, and he is lereby authorized and
required to pay the same onut of any money in the treasury not
otherwise appropriated.

Be it enacled by the Legislative JAssembly of the Terrvitory of Min-
resoln, That there be paid out of the sum appropriated by Con-
gress for defraying the expenses of the Legislative Asscmbly of
this Territory for the present year: To B. W. Lott, forty-five
dollars: to P. P. Bishop, forty-five dollars, for services rendered
at Wabashaw, as per resulution of this House, September sixth, one
thousand eight hundred and forty-nine, inthe contested case between
Messra, Wells and White: and that the Scerctary of the Ter-
ritory be and he is herchy authorized and required to pay the same,
